River, the Monongahela River, Ross Street and the railroad bridge over Liberty Avenue located just beyond the Amtrak Station. 

To ride up Fifth Avenue, exit on Liberty Avenue and board any 61 or 71-series bus on Forbes Avenue at Stanwix Street (at 
McDonald's). Very frequent bus service operates along Fifth Avenue and passengers may ride as far as the stop between 

Grant and Ross Streets.
